Legislation was prefiled today 
in the Senate by State Senato: 
Jerry Thomas, D-Lake Park, whict 
would offer Florida motorists a: 
opportunity to buy insurarcé tc 
‘more adequately. protect them a- 
gains* the uninsured“ or “judg- 
ment-proof" motorist. There were 
83: co-signers. 

The amount 1s now restricted by 
law to $10,000 for the uninsured 
driver for bodily injury or death, 
and $5,000 because of injury to or 
destruction of property by others. 
This is the minimum amount’ of 
insurance a motorist can carry on 
himself and still meet the financial 
responsibility: law in providing pro- 
tection for the other driver.
